Affordable housing 
project can’t be stopped, 
councilors told

On Monday night, it was the 
City Council’s turn to ask the 
questions. 

But they learned, like several 
residents in attendance, the deal 
is done. 

Representatives from HAP 
Housing announced they have 
closed on a 12.5-acre parcel of 
land at 586 Mill St. HAP, a Spring¬ 
field-based nonprofit that de¬ 
velops affordable housing units 
for low-income residents, spent 
about $600,000 to purchase the 
property, and also spent money to 
evaluate the property. 

For the July 25 council work¬ 
shop meeting, Agawam City 
Council President James Cichetti 
had invited representatives from 
HAP to come and answer ques¬ 
tions. HAP was represented by 
Senior Vice President Michelle 
McAdaragh and Project Manager 
Carolyn Shiel. Nine of the council’s 
11 members were in attendance. 

They said the process started in 
March, when they began evaluating 
the property after entering into a 
purchase and sales agreement. The 
farmhouse had been identified by 
town government as a blight prop¬ 
erty. HAP said they were attracted 
to it because of its close proximity 
to public schools, the library, and a 
grocery store, as well the shops of 
Feeding Hills Center. 
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The artificial turf has 
been laid down on the 
multi-purpose field, 
including a large orange 
“A” sewn into the center.

No plans for town ‘beautiful property’

The mayor says he is not look¬ 
ing to develop or sell the Tucka- 
hoe property the town acquired 
15 years ago. Indeed, there are 
no plans to do anything with the 
292-acre former turf farm. 

Tuckahoe Turf Farm, on 
South West Street, was acquired 
with the goal to preserve open 
space. The property continued to 
be used as a farm, on a contract 
basis, for several years. Mayor 


Richard Cohen and Public Works 
Director Christopher Golba con¬ 
firmed. 

“It used to be leased to a 
farmer who did turf farming,” 
said Golba. “There are a lot of 
fields on the property. But it has 
not been used for that purpose in 
a few years.” 

Today, the only authorized 
use for the land is by the DPW, 
for storage of materials and 
as a landing spot for excessive 
amounts of brush. 

When the region was hit by 


a freak snowstorm on Oct. 29, 
2011, resulting in downed trees 
and the majority of the town 
being without power, “we used 
the Tuckahoe Turf property as a 
staging area,” said Golba. “Trucks 
would bring the brush, trees, and 
branches. We would certify the 
contents of each truck, and then 
would grind up the brush.” 

The materials were hauled 
away after they were processed 
at the site, Golba said, but the

PT boat veteran to be honored Aug. 2 at state cemetery 


The veterans cemetery 
in Agawam will honor An¬ 
drew Jackson Kirksey, who 
served with John F. Ken¬ 
nedy in World War II and 
died on PT-109, at a service 
on Tuesday. 

The 2 p.m. service at the 
Massachusetts Veterans 
Memorial Cemetery cha¬ 
pel, 1390 Main St., Agawam, 
is open to anyone from the 
area. 

Feeding Hills resident 
Frank J. Andruss Sr. sug¬ 
gested to the cemetery and 
the Kirksey family that they 


honor the sailor, whose 
body was never recovered 
and, consequently, never 
buried in a veterans cem¬ 
etery. 

Another sailor who 
died on PT-109, Harold W. 
Marney, was also recently 
honored with a memorial 
stone at the Agawam cem¬ 
etery. Andruss, who be¬ 
came friends with Kirksey’s 
son Jack, began discussing 
the possibility of having 
Andrew’s memorial stone 
placed in Agawam. 

“It was a real exciting 


thought to have both of 
these men honored in the 
same area and the same 
cemetery,” said Andruss. “I 
began negotiations with the 
cemetery director, Richard 
Bastien. Recently, Kirksey’s 
stone was placed and erect¬ 
ed three stones down from 
Marney’s.” 

After the Aug. 2 service, 
attendees may view both of 
these memorial stones. 

Kirksey and Marney 
were killed in action on Aug. 
2,1943, when PT-109, under 
the command of the future 


president, was rammed and 
sunk by the Japanese de¬ 
stroyer Amagiri. 

Andruss has studied the 
history of the PT boats and 
collected artifacts since he 
first saw the movie “PT-109” 
in 1967, at 10 years old. Over 
the years, Andruss estab¬ 
lished the Mosquito Fleet 
Exhibit, which included 
hundreds of rare artifacts 
donated by PT boat veter¬ 
ans and their families. His 
exhibits have been seen all 
over Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island and Connecticut. He 


has contacted hundreds of 
PT boat veterans, publish¬ 
ing two books and seeing 
to it that the boats, bases, 
and tenders would remain 
in the public eye for future 
generations to come.

stand with police — 
they stand with you 

T his hasn’t been an easy month to be a police officer, 
but at least in our town, the Finest know that their 
community is on their side. 

Individual families from Agawam have been delivering 
meals to the town’s police and fire departments through¬ 
out July, as a way of thanking them for putting their lives 
on the line to defend our safety and property — and as a 
way to let the police, in particular, know that Agawam resi¬ 
dents are on their side. 

Police in America have been on the defensive for a year, 
ever since the start of a long line of highly publicized cases 
of alleged police brutality against racial minorities. Like 
all professions, the police have a few bad apples who are 
needlessly aggressive or reckless or racist. Unique among 
professions, the police are tasked with deciding whether 
to use deadly force, in the heat of the moment, in a rapidly 
changing situation, without knowing for sure whether the 
people they encounter are drunk, high, unbalanced, armed, 
intent on mayhem, blinded by hatred for authority, racially 
or religiously motivated to violence, actively committing a 
crime, simply having a bad day or just in the wrong place 
at the wrong time. Like all professions, the police can make 
mistakes. Unlike most, their mistakes can be fatal — for 
themselves and, just as unfortunately, for the people they 
are sworn to protect. And their mistakes, increasingly, are 
being broadcast nationwide on cable news. 

The police deserve our scrutiny. As a community and 
as a nation, we ought to know, and we ought to discuss it, 
whenever an apparently innocent person is killed by po¬ 
lice. We ought to debate whether better training or differ¬ 
ent policies would save more lives and reduce conflicts. 

But just like the rest of us, the police also deserve a fair 
hearing. To dwell on isolated incidents of alleged racism 
risks overshadowing the overwhelming majority of police 
encounters with the public, which are conducted profes¬ 
sionally, with genuine care by law officers. While acknowl¬ 
edging that the United States has not yet overcome all of 
its systematic or personal racism, to relentlessly paint the 
police with the broad brush of institutional brutality is just 
as prejudicial. The police are individual human beings, 
most of whom are just trying to make their town safer for 
their families and their law-abiding neighbors. 

There’s a silver lining in every cloud. Just as the kill¬ 
ings by police in 2015 and 2016 prompted the Black Lives 
Matter movement and forced mainstream America into a 
difficult, but necessary, dialogue on racism, the killings of 
police this month have awoken in us a recognition of the 
value of the men and women who wear the badge, and a 
sympathy for the effort that they put into their impossible 
pursuit of perfection. 

Whether it’s cooking a meal to bring to police head¬ 
quarters, or attending National Night Out next Tuesday, 
or simply remaining calm, respectful and pleasant during 
the next traffic stop, we can do our part to show our law 
enforcement professionals that we’re got their back. After 
all, they have ours.

All the gold in Fort Knox 


D uring my growing 
up years, I heard 
from time to time, 
that our paper currency 
and coins were backed up 
by the gold that the US. 
government stockpiled in 
Fort Knox. At some point in 
the 1930s, the government 
went off the gold standard 
and took gold out of circula¬ 
tion. Then, as the years have 
gone by, the value of gold 
has gone up and down from 
a low of $40 per ounce to a 
high of $1,000 per ounce. 
Do 1 know whether there is 
enough gold in Fort Knox to 
back our currency? No, I do 
not. 

I often wonder how it 
happens. ... Several years 
ago, on a trip to Canada, my 
dollar bill was worth a dol¬ 
lar and fifty cents, Canadian. 


Later, a dollar bill was worth 
70 cents Canadian. That is a 
swing of 80 cents ... almost 
a dollar. Who is fooling with 
my dollar? 

Almost a decade ago I 
read in a news magazine 
that there was talk in the 
Treasury Department to 
make our paper currency 
differing sizes in addition 
to making them differing 
colors. The dollar would 
remain green. The $2 bill 
will make a comeback; sort 
of a yellow-green. The $5 
bill would be reddish. The 
$10, $20, $50 and $100 bills 
would not only be differing 
colors, but differing sizes. 
There goes 250 million men’s 
wallets; women’s purses and 
the like. 

There was also talk 
about eliminating the dollar 


bill and bringing 
in a dollar coin. 

Canada did it and 
they have a dollar 
coin known as the 
“loonie” (because 
they have a loon 
stamped on the 
coin). We came 
out with a series 
of dollar coins of 
our early presi¬ 
dents. Ostensibly 
the dollar coin would be 
used in vending machines, 
subways, bus fare boxes and 
the like. I guess that’s gone 

by- 

Getting back to coin 
collection, you probably 
were bit by the collecting 
bug of state quarters. We 
certainly can use tons of 
quarters: parking meters, 
laundromats, newspaper 


boxes, vending 
machines and 
general change. 
Why hasn’t our 
Treasury Depart¬ 
ment done any¬ 
thing with the 
50 cent piece? 
Also a hot topic 
a couple of years 
ago was the idea 
of doing away 
with the penny. 
Articles spoke about the im¬ 
mense savings to be gained 
with the elimination of that 
coin. Although there isn’t 
much copper in a penny 
anymore, perhaps the cop¬ 
per manufacturers got their 
lobbyists busy with Con¬ 
gress or the treasury. 

I saw a movie the other 
night titled “The Counter¬ 
feiters.” It tells the story of 


Jewish prisoners in a Nazi 
concentration camp during 
World War 11. They were an 
assortment of graphic art¬ 
ists, printing specialists, and 
some familiar with gelatins 
and colors. Their charge, in 
order to stay alive, was to 
duplicate the British pound 
and the American dollar. 
The Nazis thought that they 
could use that currency to 
further their war effort. The 
prisoners were successful 
in making the pound and 
produced about 400 million 
pounds late in the war. The 
dollar project was not suc¬ 
cessful until almost the last 
few days in the war, and was 
never used. 

That brings up the ques¬ 
tion: Today, with all the hid¬ 
den threads, symbols and 
colors in today’s currency. 



would it be possible to coun¬ 
terfeit it successfully in large 
quantities? 

Years ago, you would see 
cashiers holding up bills 
to the light. Recently, in a 
large discount store, I saw a 
machine built into the cash 
register that a clerk would 
hold a $100 bill over to see 
if it was OK. So, I guess that 
someone is out there trying 
to counterfeit money. 

Therefore, over the next 
few months, or years. I’ll 
look for new bills, new coins, 
new values for the US. Dol¬ 
lar, but Fort Knox will still 
be stashing away the gold.

“We liked this particular 
site because it had walk- 
ability to several amenities,” 
said Shiel. 

Twice, councilors asked 
HAP representatives if they 
would reconsider develop¬ 
ment of the site. 

Shiel and McAdaragh 
both said considerable 
work and funds had gone 
into making sure the site 
was ideal for a multi-unit 
housing complex, and HAP 
is already invested in the 
site. Shiel said HAP intends 
to develop a site plan in the 
coming months and then 
file an application with the 
state under Chapter 40B, 
which would allow devel¬ 
opment of the site with 
little to no oversight from 
Agawam town officials. 

Councilor Robert Rossi 
complained that the coun¬ 
cil was not made aware the 
site was being considered 
for a HAP project, espe¬ 
cially because he said the 
town was looking at the 
Mill Street property for an 
early childhood center. The 
School Committee recently 
named the Clark School 
campus as its preferred site 
for a new preschool and 
kindergarten building, and 
the Agawam Junior High 
School campus as a backup 
option. Both sites are al¬ 
ready owned by the town. 

McAdaragh said when 
the HAP site was identi¬ 
fied, the mayor’s office was 
informed of the agency’s 
intentions. Mayor Richard 
Cohen, however, said Tues¬ 
day that he was not told 
about HAP’s interest in the 
Mill Street property until it 
was made public. 

“They never talked to 
me,” Cohen said. 

Rossi asked if HAP could 
consider any other sites in 
town. 

Shiel said 586 Mill St. 
has been on the market for 
many years, and no one was 
looking to buy the prop¬ 
erty. 

“We went through a 
lengthy due diligence pro¬ 


cess prior to closing on the 
sale,” said Shiel. 

Councilor Paul Cavallo 
asked whether a traffic 
study had been performed. 

McAdaragh said a traf¬ 
fic study will be performed, 
but has to wait until a site 
plan has been developed. 

“We need to know how 
many units we are putting 
in before we can study the 
impact on traffic,” she said. 

Cavallo said he is very 
concerned about the traf¬ 
fic on Mill Street, which is 
especially busy in the 6 a.m. 
to 8 a.m. and 4 p.m. to 7 p.m. 
time frames. He is a former 
principal of Agawam High 
School, which abuts Mill 
Street less than a mile from 
the proposed HAP site. 

Neighbors of the pro¬ 


posed project, who have al¬ 
ready spoken out against it 
on social media and at two 
informal meetings earlier 
this month, had said HAP 
was looking to build 60 to 
70 units on the property. 
On Monday, HAP repre¬ 
sentatives said a majority 
of the units would be two- 
bedroom units, but they 
stopped short of detailing 
how many they are looking 
to build. 

Councilor Anthony Suf- 
friti said he would have 
liked it if HAP had reached 
out to residents prior to 
purchasing the site, to 
avoid the uproar from 
nearby residents, who have 
been looking town officials 
for a solution. 

More than 300 residents 
have signed a petition at 
Change.org asking the 
mayor and council to buy 


the land, using money from 
the Community Preserva¬ 
tion Act, a property tax sur¬ 
charge that can be used for 
open space preservation, 
among other purposes. 

In April, the town’s 
CPA fund had a $575,858 
unspent balance desig¬ 
nated for open space, and 
$992,765 available for any 
purpose. Cohen said he is 
not aware of any current 
municipal need for the Mill 
Street land, and declined to 
comment on whether the 
town would be able to pur¬ 
chase it or take it by emi¬ 
nent domain. 

Shiel said any develop¬ 
ment of the property by 
HAP would not happen for 
at least two to three years.

staging area was important 
to the process of gaining 
reimbursement from the 
Federal Emergency Man¬ 
agement Agency, which 
had a detailed process for 
reimbursing Western Mas¬ 
sachusetts towns and cit¬ 
ies for their costs from the 
storm. 


Since that time, the use 
of the property has been 
very quiet, Cohen said. 

“The DPW utilizes the 
property for a few things, 
but there is no work or 
maintenance involved, and 
it is pretty much used to 
preserve open space,” Co¬ 
hen said. “It is a beautiful 


piece of property.” 

Golba said millings and 
loam (dirt) are stored on 
the property for DPW use. 
No harmful materials are 
stored on the property. 

Cohen said no major 
changes in use are on his ra¬ 
dar for the property. He did 
say consideration has been 
made to put a compost pile 
on the property, though 
nothing formal has been 


proposed. He also said a 
section of the Route 57 ex¬ 
pressway extension would 
go through the property, if 
the state were to complete 
the road, as planned, to the 
Southwick town line. 

City Council President 
James Cichetti, who also 
works in real estate, also 
does not have any specific 
ideas for the property. 
He did say some of the 


property could possibly 
be used for recreation 
or industrial use. A zone 
change would be need 
for industrial use, as the 
property is zoned agricul¬ 
tural. 

Planning and Com¬ 
munity Development Di¬ 
rector Marc Strange said 
his department does not 
currently have any plans 
for the property, though 


ideas are thrown out oc¬ 
casionally. 

“In order to do anything 
there, though,” Strange said.

Humason seeks to reverse AG 
‘reinterpretation’ of gun ban 


State Sen. Don Huma¬ 
son on July 23 filed a bill 
to curtail Attorney General 
Maura Healey’s oversight 
on firearms, after the at¬ 
torney general announced 
a reinterpretation of the 
state’s automatic weapons 
ban. 

“As a legislator and a 
strong supporter of Massa¬ 
chusetts residents’ Second 
Amendment rights, I was 
very disappointed to learn 
about the attorney general’s 
unclear and overreaching 
attempt to reinterpret the 
intention of the Legislature 
on this issue,” said Huma¬ 
son, a Westfield Republican 
who also represents Aga¬ 
wam. “As recently as 2014, 
we debated the state’s gun 
laws, and to my best recol¬ 
lection this concern was 
not expressed by a single 
member in either branch 
during that debate or the 
previous 16 years the Legis¬ 
lature debated this issue.” 

Humason’s bill. An Act 
Clarifying Firearms Over¬ 
sight, would remove the 
attorney general’s author¬ 
ity to promulgate rules and 
regulations regarding the 
sale of firearms in Massa¬ 
chusetts. The proposal has 
received bipartisan support 
in the Legislature. 

“Public input and de¬ 
liberative debate is critical 
when we are considering 
changes to laws regard¬ 
ing citizens’ constitutional 
rights,” said Humason. 
“What the attorney general 
issued this week flies in the 
face of the transparent and 
accessible government that 
residents expect and we 


work to ensure.” 

On July 20, the Attorney 
General issued a directive 
that sought to define the 
terms “copy” and “duplicate” 
as used in the state’s ban 
on all automatic firearms 
and certain semiautomatic 
firearms. Her action effec¬ 
tively caused an immediate 
ban on an undefined list of 
firearms across the state, 
sparking legal concerns for 
law-abiding firearms own¬ 
ers, firearms dealers, and 
law enforcement officials, 
Humason said. 

At that time, Healey’s 
office said she was simply 
enforcing the existing state 
law, which bans certain 
models of gun — like the 
Colt AR-15 and Kalashnikov 
AK-47 — as well as “copies 
of duplicates of those weap¬ 
ons” that are manufactured, 
according to Healey, to get 
around the state ban by in¬ 
troducing minor tweaks. 

“The gun industry has 
openly defied our laws here 
in Massachusetts for nearly 
two decades,” said Healey. 
“That ends today. We have 
a moral and legal respon¬ 
sibility to ensure that com¬ 
bat-style weapons are off 
our streets and out of the 
hands of those who would 
use them to kill innocent 
people.” 

The attorney general’s 
office also said the new 
definitions will not be en¬ 
forced aginst gun owners 
who acquired their guns 
before July 20, 2016. Those 
seeking to sell weapons 
— including gun dealers 
with merchandise already 
in stock — will, however, be 


affected immediately by the 
ban. They would still be al¬ 
lowed to sell their guns out¬ 
side Massachusetts. 

Healey characterized 
the redefinition as a mea¬ 
sure “to prevent the kinds 
of tragedies here that have 
occurred in places like 
Orlando, San Bernardino, 
Newtown and Aurora.” 

Humason said the attor¬ 
ney general was setting pol¬ 
icy that sholud be debated 
in the Legislature. 

“I am happy to discuss 
the many ways we can pro¬ 
mote increased firearm 
safety while preserving 
second amendment rights 
in the commonwealth, and 
I think it is an important 
conversation to have on a 
continuing basis,” Humason 
said. “The bill I filed seeks 
to ensure that the Legisla¬ 
ture can continue to have 
that conversation honestly 
and openly, without misin¬ 
terpretation of the bodies’ 
intent.” 

Formal sessions in the 
Legislature conclude on 
July 31. 

Humason and staff are 
available to meet with con¬ 
stituents at his district office, 
64 Noble St. in Westfield.
